I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs for the period from 
October 11, 1952 to September 20, 1954, made in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. 
This is in the form of report made to me by Mr. William 
Schwartz, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs for the period 
from October 11, 1952, the date of the previous audit, to 


September 20, 1954, and submit the following report 
thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town 
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or committing bills for collection were examined and veri- 
fied by comparison with the books of the treasurer and 
with the reports and records on file in the town account- 
ant’s office. 


The town accountant’s ledger accounts were analyzed, 
the receipts being checked with the treasurer’s books and 
the payments being compared with the warrants author- 
izing them and with the treasurer’s records of payments. 
The appropriation accounts were checked with the town 
clerk’s records of town meeting proceedings and the re- 
corded transfers from the reserve fund were verified by 
comparison with the records of the finance committee. 


The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the 
audit were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended 
to this report, was prepared showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town on September 20, 1954. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were 
analyzed and checked with the records of the several de- 
partments collecting money for the town and with other 
sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury, while the payments were compared with the 
selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to dis- 
burse town funds. 


The cash book footings were verified, and the cash 
balance on September 20, 1954 was proved by actual count 
of cash in the office and by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements received from the banks of 
deposit. 


The payments made for maturing debt and interest 
were compared with the cancelled securities on file and 
with the amounts falling due. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of the trust funds in custody of the town 
treasurer were examined and listed. The income was 
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proved and the transfers to the town were checked with 
the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 


The records of employees’ payroll deductions on 
account of Federal taxes and county retirement system 
membership were examined and checked, the amounts 
withheld being compared with the treasurer’s recorded 
receipts and the amounts paid over to the Director of 
Internal Revenue and the county treasurer being verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by 
the town were examined and listed. The transfers to the 
tax title account were compared with the tax books, and 
the recorded redemptions and sales of tax possessions 
were compared with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. The 
tax titles and tax possessions were further verified by 
comparison with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The tax, excise, and de- 
partmental accounts outstanding at the time of the pre- 
vious examination, as well as all subsequent commitment 
lists, were audited and compared with the warrants issued 
for their collection. The payments to the treasurer were 
verified, the recorded abatements were checked with the 
records in the departments authorized to grant such 
credits, the amounts transferred to the tax title account 
were checked, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved. 


The books and accounts of the water department were 
examined and checked. The commitments were proved, 
the payments to the treasurer were compared with the 
treasurer’s recorded receipts, the abatements were 
checked with the water commissioners’ records of abate- 
ments granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and proved. 


The outstanding tax, excise, departmental and water 
accounts were further verified by mailing notices to a 
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number of persons whose names appeared on the books as 
owing money to the town, the replies received thereto 
indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The accounts of the town clerk were examined for dog 
and sporting licenses issued. The payments to the town 
treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s recorded 
receipts and the payments to the Division of Fisheries and 
Game were compared with receipts on file. 


| The surety bonds of the officials required to file them 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined 
and found to be in proper form. 


The records of the board of selectmen, board of 
health, sealer of weights and measures, and the school 
and library departments, as well as of all other depart- 
ments, collecting money for the town, were examined and 
checked, the recorded collections being compared with the 
treasurer’s recorded receipts. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended 
to this report tables showing reconciliations of the several 
cash accounts, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, tax 
possessions, departmental, and water accounts, as well 
as schedules showing the transactions and condition of 
the trust funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the various town 
officials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf 
of my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

Bureaus of Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children 
and Disability Assistance 


To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1954 Oak Bluffs had an average of 72.8 
cases on Old Age Assistance. Fifteen of these cases are 
without settlement in the State and two cases are settled 
in other cities and towns. The amount of $57,412.15 was 
paid as cash grants to the recipients with $20,853.17 paid 
for medical care. The average cost per case for the year 
was $1075.07. Fifteen recipients received Social Security 
benefits of approximately $6704.00, however, these pay- 
ments are deducted from the assistance payment at the 
time the monthly grant is computed. 


Effective July 1st all medical payments in all cate- 
gories were required to be paid directly to the vendors 
when a new medical plan was established in the State 
which also increased medical office and house fees by an 
additional dollar. The medical disbursements were as

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Report of Shellfish Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Joseph A. Sylvia, Chairman, 
Town of Oak Bluffs. 


Gentlemen: 


The following is a report of the Shellfish Department 
for 1954: 

Clams: The increase allowed the taking of 125 bushels 
of clams commercially and approximately 60 bushels for 
family use. 


Quahaugs: 620 bushels were taken commercially and 
approximately 550 bushels for family use. 


Scallops: There being practically no seed scallops in 
Lagono Pond this Spring 960 bushels were transferred 
from Sengekontacket Pond to Lagoon Pond where the 
catch this Fall amounted to 2166 bushels. 200 bushels of 
seed scallops were moved from Sengekontacket Pond to 
Oak Bluffs Harbor where the take was 182 bushels. The 
take from Sengekontaket Pond was 2431 bushels. The 
seed scallops moved to Lagoon Pond showed much better 
growth than those moved to Oak Bluffs Harbor or those 
remaining in their natural beds in Sengekontaket Pond. 


Star Fish: 194 bushels of Star Fish were taken from 
Lagoon Pond and destroyed. 


Oysters: 50 bushels were obtained from Tisbury Pond 
and planted experimentally. They have shown a good 
increase in size and I believe will spawn next Summer in 
worthwhile amount.

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Report of Water Commissioners 
December 31st, 1954 


To the Citizens of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 


The following statistics show the Revenue and Ex- 
penditures of the Water Department since its purchase 
May 81st, 1944. 


While the Surplus Revenue December 31st, 1954 was 
$38,325.23 the actual Surplus Revenue was $17,456.26 at 
the end of the Water Department Fiscal Year which was 
May Ist, 1954. This figure was after the 1954 payment of 
$12,000.00 on the note. 


Fourteen hundred and ninety-four services were con- 
nected in 1954, 10 of which were new. Service pipes of 17 
houses were renewed and 382 services were repaired. 


The Pumpage for the year 1954 was 74,685,700 
gallons. 


The main extension on California Avenue was re- 
newed, which was 287 feet and the main on Meadow 
Avenue was extended 122 feet. 


Although Hurricanes Carol and Edna made a break 
in the dike between the Lagoon and Lagoon Pond, the 
break did not effect the water supply of the Town of Oak 
Bluffs. Our superintendent and his assistants were on duty 
at the pumping station during these hurricanes and the 
Water Commissioners stood by in case of an emergency. 
When the electric current went off the diesel engine was 
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put into service so that there was no interruption of 
pumpage and the water supply was norma! at all times. 
In December at our request the State Department of Pub- 
lic Health sent their engineer to take water samples of our 
distribution system and the results of these analysis 
showed that the water was substantially the same high 
level as that which has been supplied to the system for a 
number of years. 

It might be of interest to know that a water sample 
is sent every month to the Lawrence Laboratories, and 
that during the months of April and September of every 
year samples of water taken before pumpage and from 
a tap in town are sent to the State Department of Health 
for analysis. | 

We wish to express our appreciation to the residents 
of the Town of Oak Bluffs for their interest in the welfare 
of the Water Department, especially in reporting leaks to 
our Superintendent. Also for their co-operation in turn- 
ing off hose connections at the sound of the fire siren.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Irving Kligler, Chairman 
School Committee 
Oak Bluffs, Massachusetts 


I hereby submit my third annual report. 


Education by its very nature is as broad as life itself 
and it thus follows that in an annual report it is possible 
to report only certain aspects of the whole process. In this 
report I propose to discuss two aspects of the whole 
process, discipline and instructional activities. 


What concept of discipline are we following? 


The word discipline comes from the Latin word 
“disciplina” meaning rod, or follower. A rod is symbolic 
of force imposed by a ruler or one in authority. A follower, 
or disciple, is one who believes in and follows an ideal, e. g. 
the disciples of Jesus. 


Both of these concepts imply “order,” the first based 
on imposed authority, and the second on attitudes, beliefs, 
ideals and understandings one develops within himself. 
What kind of order are we striving for in our schools? 


Obviously discipline based on external force and fear 
conflicts with our American heritage. Americans admire 
the individual who stands on his own feet and makes his 
own decisions based on principles of right and wrong. 
Before we can make such decisions intelligently, we must 
develop “order” within ourselves, an order which comes 
from an interplay of many forces such as attitudes, ideals, 
knowledge and insights. It is the duty of the whole com- 


130 


munity to assist in developing such discipline “order’’, and 
it is the special duty of the school to create an environment 
where such discip!ine can mature. 


Much is said about school discipline. Too frequently 
the discipline referred to is of the docile follower kind; 
the acceptance of teachers’ directives, fold your hands, no 
talking, keep in line, do your assignments, etc. Too fre- 
quently this type of discipline is based on fear and fear 
alone. This is not a satisfactory force for discipline. It 
stiflles an individual’s creative powers and prevents him 
finding unity in the world around him. It adds to the chaos. 


The school must set up an environment in which 
training in discipline takes place. This is the exact opposite 
to the generally accepted notion of discipline. In a favor- 
able environment every happening becomes an oppor- 
tunity for achieving discipline. Teachers who have 
acquired a measure of discipline themselves see in the 
daily living with pupils the opportunities to teach disci- 
pline. In this sense discipline is an outcome of our instruc- 
tional efforts. 


In setting up favorable learning situations the re- 
sponsibility of the teacher cannot be over-emphasized. 
Pupils must believe the teacher has something worthwhile 
to offer and that he is concerned, he cares, about them. 
He shares with them his own discipline in a kindly 
sympathetic manner always remembering that his pupils 
are immature and struggling for an understanding and 
an adjustment to the world around them. 


The teacher in his desire to help pupils acquire a high 
concept of discipline, must not overlook the obvious fact 
that there will be some who will not, cannot or are too 
inexperienced to govern their own actions. Restraint has 
to be employed in such cases but the very act of restraint 
should be a learning situation. Such pupils must be shown 
why restraint is employed and given a chance to think out 
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a better course of action. Firmness is needed but judgment 
on the part of the teacher is vital so that there can be a 
chance that better pupil actions will follow the punish- 
ment. 


The responsi ility of the home and community in 
helping children to develop a sound discipline must not 
be minimized. Only when enough people set the right 
example can we hope for our young people to acquire 
respect for discipline and acquire “order” within 
themselves. 3 

Is instruction being improved ? 

Last year I stated in my report that the improvement 
in instruction is a complex matter. It involves many fac- 
tors and calls for constant striving and experimentation. 


We can definitely state that progress has been made 
in meeting individual pupil needs. We have agreed that 
it is a teacher’s duty to try to stimulate every pupil to 
work to the best of his ability yet at the same time not to 
expect him to do the impossible. 


To do this in the elementary grades it is necessary to 
work on several levels with various groups within a class. 
This calls for great skill and planning on the part of the 
teacher and cannot be done effectively with a large en- 
rollment per classroom. In every classroom we find evi- 
dence of greater attention to individual needs. 


In the high school with its departmentalized program, 
it has been necessary to find a way to increase enrollments 
in certain subjects so that two class sections can be 
scheduled. To do this, juniors and seniors and sophomores 
and freshmen have been combined in English and Social 
Studies by scheduling certain courses alternate years. This 
makes it possible to have a college and non-college section 
in each course. 


A determined effort is being made to develop a better 
pupil attitude toward achievement. Teachers have been in- 
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structed to expect more and better work from able pupils. 
They have also been instructed to be sympathetically firm 
with less able pupils in asking them to do their best. Our 
goal is to get every pupil to do his best. More cannot be 
expected of him. 


A strong effort has been made to speed up the re- 
placement and to improve the quality of instructional 
materials. Several sets of encyclopedia and general refer- 
ence books were purchased. Several sets of high school 
Social Study texts were replaced. New Social Study texts 
were purchased in grade five. It is planned to replace the 
Social Study texts in grades six and seven as soon as the 
new books on these levels in the social studies series are 
released by the publisher. 


Arithmetic texts were studied by the staff and some 
are being tried out on a sample basis. It is planned to re- 
place Arithmetic texts in the elementary grades next year. 


In addition Oak Bluffs elementary teachers have 
joined with the teachers in the other schools in studying 
ways and means of improving the teaching of Arithmetic. 


One of the weakest links in our instructional program 
is the full departmentalization of teaching in grades 
seven and eight. As soon as it can be arranged, these 
grades should be separated from the high school program 
and placed under two teachers who will give full time to 
the instruction and guidance of these pupils. 


I am glad to report that I find a good team spirit in 
the Oak Bluffs schools. I wish to thank the staff for their 
loyalty and cooperation. I also commend the School Com- 
mittee on their keen interest in school matters and their 
support of the staff and myself.

I hereby submit the report of the Oak Bluffs Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1954. 


In my report last year I wrote about our new 
approach in the reorganization of classes to meet the needs 
of our students more effectively. After a year of experi- 
mentation, I am pleased to report that the results of our 
effort were so successful that we broadened the reorgani- 
zation to include the Freshmen and Sophomores. 


In high school today there are two distinct groups. 
One group is composed of those students who wish to 
continue their education beyond the secondary level. The 
other group comprises those students whose period of 
formal education will end with their high school diploma. If 
we require these two groups to do identical assignments, 
one or the other will suffer. If they remain in the same 
class, the teacher must share his time with each group if 
the needs are to be met. Therefore, in the field of English 
and Social Studies we have grouped the Juniors and 
Seniors into two sections as determined by their needs 
and interests. We have used the same basis to group the 
Freshmen and Sophomores in the field of Social Studies 
only. In this way we have concentrated our attention on 
and given emphasis to the preparation of students for 
their respective goals. 


It is with pride that I refer you to the “Review of 
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the Class of 1954.’ There you will see that six of the 
graduates are enrolled in schools of higher learning; two 
are in the United States Army; and of the remaining six 
who are gainfully employed, two are planning to continue 
their education during 1955. | 


“In the Good Old Summertime,” was our annual 
dramatic presentation. This comedy of the gay nineties 
was ably directed and well received. The proceeds of this 
play will be used to defray the major portion of the ex- 
penses of our Washington Trip. 


Our program of health and physical education con- 
tinues to function in a satisfactory manner. The boys and 
girls derive many benefits from their weekly classes and 
have competed with credit in interscholastic competition. 
While basketball and baseball are still our major sports, 
eight of our boys were members of the Martha’s Vineyard 
Football Team. I believe their contribution was both 
healthful and beneficial. ; 


It is with deep regret that I report to you that Mary 
E. Place has signified her intention of retiring this June. 
For thirty-eight years she has rendered loyal, devoted, 
and conscientious service to the youth of Oak Bluffs. Her 
devotion to her profession, her inspiration to her co- 
workers, and her stature in her community will be living 
memorials of her many contributions to her pupils, col- 
leagues, and friends. There is no one who more richly 
deserves the accolade of ‘Well Done” and the rewards of 
a fruitful and happy retirement. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the Schoo] Committee, the Superintendent, and the faculty 
for their continued assistance and cooperation.

Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1954. . 


In these changing times what are the needs of youth. 
They need health information and health practices which 
will give them the best chance to grow up mentally, and 
emotionally as well as physically. The class room teachers 
have been most cooperative in taking advantage of ma- 
terial stressing these needs, furnished by this department 
each month. 


The in-school activities are weighing and measuring, 
vision testing, 939 pupils having been tested. Hearing 
tests were given to 960 pupils and at our Diphtheria Clinic 
we immunized 874 school and pre-school pupils. Last year 
I stressed the need for High School participation in this 
program and I am able to report the response was most 
gratifying. 


Participating in conferences are parents, pupils, 
teachers and nurse, much valuable assistance has been 
rendered to pupils through this media. 


Pupils in grades 1, 4, 8, 12 have had a physical ex- 
amination by the school physicians. 


First aid was rendered to 419 pupils. Other activities 
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of your Health Department have been class room in- 
spections, class room talks, home visits and clinics. 


We still do not have adequate dental care for our 
pupils, I trust parents will do everything possible to help 
with this problem. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the school 
physicians, principals, teachers and parents for their 
cooperation in this work, it is through the combined 
efforts of all working together that a well-rounded pro- 
gram can be carried out.

The many experiences with graphic 
art in the schools offer the student opportunities to ex- 
press himself, as well as to realize the effect of art on his 
daily life. 


The child in his early school life finds that his art 
experiences make his play more meaningful. His devotion . 
to home and people about him tell him that he is a con- 
tributing factor to this society. 


In the growing grades, art acts as one of the staffs 
to help him understand, from another viewpoint, prob- 
lems that confront him. The exchange of art ideas among 
students show him that he can both contribute and share. 


As the student prepares himself for high school, there 
is a time when art can be the answer to some of his 
problems. Thus a variety of information is offered, as a 
stimulus, to try to fill his needs. 


Many of the high school students, who continue with 
art on an elective basis, have a genuine interest in their 
work. They are called upon many times to contribute their 
particular talent towards cooperative school and student 
activities. 


The artist may be playing the game or waiting his 
turn, however, his turn will come and we hope he will 
enjoy the game.

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VOCAL MUSIC TEACHER’S REPORT

Dear Mr. Sweatt: 


Vocal music in the first and second grades has con- 
sisted in having the students first sing seasonal songs by 
rote that appealed to them. Proper breathing and tone 
placement has been brought to the attention of the stu- 
dents. Various tonal and rhythmic patterns with exercises 
as found in the songs are taught to develop ear-training 
and pitch. Time and rhythm was practiced by clapping the 
hands, tapping the feet, playing rhythmic instruments 
and gesticulations. 


A broadening of this program has extended into the 
intermediate grades with careful attention being given 
to key signatures, time signatures, finding “do” scales, 
harmonic patterns, theory, solfeggio and general vocal 
interpretation pertaining to the type of song. 


Sight reading was begun during the latter part of 
October with two and three parts singing within the fifth 
and sixth grades. Individuals that have shown a keen 
interest have been or are being chosen as soloists, song 
leaders and class instructors from the third to sixth grade 
level. These students learn to become independent singers. 
They also sing in duets, trios, quartettes, sextettes and 
octettes. Two or three individual sections can then be 
formed within the class. Records have been played as a 
means of audio-aids, to develop a keener sensitivity to 
music and create more enthusiasm during the music 
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period with hopes that an interest in better music will be 
followed within the homes and community after school 
hours. 


_ This process of flexibility follows through in the 
Junior High School. Also future accompanists from the 
student body would enable the supervisor to devote more 
individual attention to three part singing. This would 
enable me to bring out better articulation, intonation, 
dynamics, phrasing, interpretation and diction which re- 
produces the inward thoughts of the composer. 


Vocal Music with the High School Students follows 
this same trend with even greater exactness of musician- 
ship. Although a smaller group of twenty-five singers 
volunteered with no pianists to assist with accompani- 
ments, I have tried to carry on the same musical ideals as 
have been accomplished the past two years at Oak Bluffs 
High School.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Oak Bluffs for the period 
from September 21, 1954 to September 17, 1955, made in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General 
Laws.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made 
an audit of the books and accounts of the town of Oak 
Bluffs for the period from September 21, 1954, the date 


of the previous examination, to September 17, 1955, the 
following report being submitted thereon: 


The books and accounts in the town accountant’s 
office were examined, checked, and compared with the 


records of the several departments in which money is 
collected or bills are committed for collection, and with 
the records of the town treasurer. 


The general and appropriation accounts in the ledger 
were analyzed, the appropriations and transfers being 
compared with the town clerk’s record of financial votes 
passed by town meetings and with the finance commit- 
tee’s authorizations of transfers from the reserve fund. 


A trial balance was taken off proving the accounts to 
be in balance, and a balance sheet, showing the financial 
condition of the town on September 17, 1955, was pre- 
pared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The cash book was footed, 
and the recorded receipts were analyzed and compared 
with the departmental records of payments to the treas- 
urer and with other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury. The disbursements were com- 
pared with the approved treasury warrants and with the 
town accountant’s books. The treasurer’s cash balance 
on September 17, 1955 was proved by reconciliation of the 
bank balances with statements furnished by the banks of 
deposit and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were checked with the amounts falling due 
and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The records of employees’ payroll deductions for 
Federal taxes and for county retirement system member- 
ship were examined and reconciled with the controlling 
ledger accounts. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investments of the trust funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer were examined and checked. The invest- 
ments were listed, the income was proved and all trans- 
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actions were verified and compared with the treasurer’s 
and the accountant’s books. 


The tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 
were examined and listed. The amounts transferred to 
the tax title account were compared with the tax books, 
the recorded redemptions of tax titles and sales of tax 
possessions were compared with the treasurer’s recorded 
receipts, the foreclosures were verified, and the tax titles 
and tax possessions on hand were reconciled with the 
accountant’s ledger and compared with the records at the 
Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The tax, excise, and de- 
partmental accounts outstanding according to the pre- 
vious examination, as well as all subsequent commitments, 
were audited and proved with the warrants issued for 
their collection. The recorded receipts were checked with 
the payments to the town treasurer and with the account- 
ant’s ledger, the abatements were compared with the 
records in the assessors’ and other departments author- 
ized to grant such credits, the taxes transferred to the 
tax title account were proved, and the outstanding ac- 
counts were listed and reconciled with the town account- 
ant’s ledger. 


The commitments of water rates and charges were 
examined and checked. The recorded payments to the 
treasurer by the water department were compared with 
the treasurer’s cash book, the abatements were verified, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


Attention is called to Chapter 5A of the By-Laws of 
the town, which provides that the collector of taxes shall 


collect under the title of town collector all accounts due 
the town. It is therefore recommended that all accounts 
receivable, including the accounts receivable of the water 
department, be committed to the town collector.

Verification of the outstanding tax and water ac- 
counts was obtained by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, and from the replies received it ap- 
pears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The records of dog and sporting licenses 
issued were examined, the payments to the town treas- 
urer being checked with the treasurer’s cash book and 
the payments to the State being compared with the re- 
ceipts on file. 


The surety bonds filed by the several town officials 
for the faithful performance of their duties were ex- 
amined and found to be in proper form. 


The records of receipts of the selectmen, and the 
sealer of weights and measures, as well as of the school, 
library, and cemetery departments, together with all 
other departments receiving money for the town, were 
examined and checked, the payments to the treasurer be- 
ing verified. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the 
balance sheets, tables showing reconciliations of the sev- 
eral cash accounts, summaries of the tax, excise, tax title, 
tax possession, departmental, and water accounts, to- 
gether with schedules showing the condition and trans- 
actions of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit cooperation was 
received from all the officials of the town, for which, on 
behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation.

To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1955 Oak Bluffs had an average of 6934 
cases on Old Age Assistance and of these cases 1514 were 
Without settlement in the State and one case was settled 
in another city. The total expenditure for assistance in- 
cluding cash grants and all medical care was $81,147.60. 
The average cost per case for the year was $1,163.40. 
Sixteen recipients received a total of $6113.30 in Social 
Security benefits and five recipients income of $581.52 
from other sources, however, these payments are de- 
ducted from the assistance budget at the time the monthly 
grant is computed. The sum of $46.60 was paid for non- 
medical needs. 


The medical expenditure for Old Age Assistance 
tote ed $27,164.90 and the disbursements were as follows:

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Report of the Water Commissioners 
December 31, 1955 


To the Citizens of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 


Florence T. Nilsson, far more than “Clerk to the 
Water Board” from its inception, far more than its tang- 
ible link with the old Water Company, has passed from 
our everyday acquaintance to assume the stature of a 
valued tradition and valuable inspiration to us all. Truly 
great, she was a servant among us. We esteem this privi- 
lege to voice an universal accolade, ‘‘Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant.” 


We are also privileged to voice the Town’s apprecia- 
tion of the valued and valuable service given capably by 
the Department’s small loyal staff. There are few 
$300,000.00 businesses, annually grossing $36,000.00 with 
a salaried staff limited to three individuals. Mrs. Avis 
W. DePriest continues the tradition of competent office 
ma>agement established by Miss Nilsson, but adapted in 
schematic detail to the new personality so capably at the 
helm. [In the field the Department is fortunate to have 
its only two full time, salaried men, Madison Alwardt and 
John H. Randolph. It is impossible to find anything but 
real value in their status as permanent, salaried oper- 
atives. They have the security of regular, predictable 
income, and the Town not only escapes the demands for 
emergency overtime, but confidently may expect devotion 
to duty in heart and hand and mind. Their duties run 
the gamut from engineering estimate to the digging of 
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ditches. The chaos incident to negligent construction 
along our new State Road this past year would have been 
doubly compounded had we been forced to rely on the 
former practice of hourly wages and overtime to tem- 
porary workers. As it is, the Department has fully billed 
the contractor for all cost to repair breaks, and the same 
has been paid in full. 


To see that when you turn the faucet water comes 
out is a business, originally that of the old Cottage City 
Water Company, but for the last decade that of your 
Water Department. It still is a “business,” although now 
its Directors are elected as ‘‘Water Commissioners,” and 
its “stockholders” are now we taxpayers. Because it is 
operated as a successful business, we taxpayers receive 
annual “dividends,’—not as such, but in the form of low 
water rates and tax relief. Not one cent spent by the 
Department comes from your tax bill. 


This “business” has several handicaps. To begin 
with, all the equipment was very old and not in top repair 
when acquired by the Town, and, like all of us, from year 
to year is getting no younger. Also, this original system 
had some built-in engineering blunders of major propor- 
tions. For instance, the maximum demand for water at 
the height of the Season exceeds the capacity of the 
single 12” outlet from the stand-pipe, and of the single 
12” main thence to Hudson Avenue. This 12” pipe just 
cannot bring down enough water to fill the two 10” mains 
with which it connects at Hudson Avenue, to supply the 
Town. 


Another handicap is that over one-third of the De- 
partment’s receipts goes out, annually, to pay for a “dead 
horse”—the original purchase price. How many of us 
could continue if 33 cents of each $1 we earned had to go 
directly to the Bank on a mortgage? 


Another handicap is the difficulty to expand. This 
water ‘“‘business” is like a lot of us—presently so set up 


bY 


that, work as hard as we can, scrimp and save ’til it hurts, 
with our existing crew and equipment we just seem able 
to “break even.” Only when water supply can be extended 
so as to add new users in new areas can the Department 
hope to reduce water rates—by having a larger number 
of users to divide what should be almost the same total 
cost of operation. 


The most serious handicap, however, is that some 
of us forget that this is a “business.” It is the only “busi- 
ness” which we own as a Town. Being a “business” and 
Town owned, we “citizen-stockholders” elect the Board 
and put a top limit on the total which the Department can 
spend — determined annually by the “appropriation.” 
Again, the Water Department spends only its own water 
revenue, and never all of that water revenue, and its 
operation adds not one cent to your tax bill. Thus, we 
citizen-stockholders control the personnel and the purse- 
strings of the Water Department. But, within the limits 
of the Statutes, By-Laws and appropriations, we citizens 
have asked the Water Board to run our business for us, 
—as a business, and in a business-like manner. 


This does not mean that we Commissioners,—your 
“TDirectors,’—have gotten too big for our britches, nor 
that we have become imbued with the conviction that 
“Papa knows best.” It merely means that we Commis- 


siorers are aware of the fact that we have the duty to 
rur this Department as a business, and that this is a 
duty which we cannot escape or share,—carrying with it 
a responsibility exclusively our own. Since we inevitably 
will be blamed for any “mistakes,” we recommend to your 
favorable consideration that we be left to limit Depart- 
ment “mistakes” only to such as we may decide to make; 
and that we be free from any which might result from the 
exercise of assumed authority improperly arrogated by 
others.

To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


The School Committee herewith submits its report 
for the year 1955. | 


Continuing its efforts to maintain the school plant, 
the Committee authorized the painting of several class- 
rooms in both schools, the sanding and refinishing of all 
the floors in the elementary school and the purchase of 15. 
desks and 12 tablet arm chairs. 


It was discovered that the south side of the elementary: 
building has settled noticeably due to decay of the base- 
ment sill. This must be repaired during this year and is 
provided for in the 1956 budget. 


This Committee can not complete its report without 
recording its appreciation of the long and faithful service: 
of Miss Leona Hersum and Mrs. Mary Place of the ele- 
mentary school faculty, both of whom retired in June, and 
of Mrs. Mary DeBettencourt who resigned in November 
after twenty four years of service on the school com- 
mittee.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Irving Kliger, Chairman 
Oak Bluffs School Committee 
Oak Bluffs, Massachusetts 


My dear Mr. Kligler: 
I herewith submit my fourth annual report. 


One of the most pressing school problems today is 
the procuring and keeping of teachérs. This is nation wide 
in scope and we are feeling its effect on Martha’s Vine- 
yard. 


_ A study of town reports indicates that we have al- 
ways had a considerable teacher turnover. When teachers 
were plentiful this was not so serious but today it is seri- 
ous because there are not enough teachers, experienced or 
inexperienced, to go around. 


Industry is becoming alarmed about the scarcity of 
mathematics and science teachers. A recent study of the 
National Association of Manufacturers revealed the fol- 
lowing facts: 


“The United States presently has an unfilled demand 
for 50,000 additional scientists and engineers. Further, we 
require 50,000 trained persons annually, but we are gradu- 
ating only 40,000. 


“The shortage of scientists and engineers begins in 
our high schools and even in our elementary school. Not 
enough boys and girls are entering these fields, largely 
because of a deficiency of trained science teachers. One 
estimate says that because of the teacher shortage, 50 


125 


percent of our high schools do not have classes in physics. 
and chemistry. Even among those teachers who are: 


trained in science, there are not enough who attract and 
inspire the student.” 


“College graduates in science and engineering are 
drawn to industry and not to teaching, principally because 
of salary schedules. In 1954, our colleges graduated 57% 
fewer high school science teachers and 51% fewer mathe- 
matics teachers than in 1950. Industry can pay more 
than the schools and may thus be consuming its own 
‘seed corn’.” 

Another N. A. M. publication states that by 1959-1960 
a total of 200,000 additional teachers will be needed ‘‘and 
yet, annual production of teachers has dropped 25% since 
1950. There won’t be enough college graduates prepared to 
teach even if everyone of them should seek teaching posi- 
tions.” 


Let us look at this national problem from the view- 
point of Martha’s Vineyard. On one day last June eleven 
major colleges and universities were called regarding sci- 
ence and mathematics candidates. The answer was always 
the same, ‘‘We have no one to offer.”’ One leading girls’ 
college reported they had only ten science and mathe- 
matic majors in the senior class and only one of these had 
been persuaded to enter teaching. Teachers’ agencies were 
reduced to presenting candidates with little more than’ 
high school training in science and mathematics. By Au- 
gust 1st these agencies were reporting no candidates avail- 
able in English, music and art. Shop teachers were non- 
existent. 


After school began in September, Massachusetts su- 
perintendents reported cases of beginning teachers re- 
signing to accept positions elsewhere at higher salaries. 
I know of one Island teacher who was offered a position 
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two weeks after school began, but had integrity enough 
not to accept it. There may have been others. 


Recently several teachers on the Island have been 
offered contracts for new positions. As yet no resigna- 
tions have been received. This is only the beginning of 
mid-year raiding of teachers and we can expect more. We 
shall be indeed fortunate not to lose valuable staff mem- 
bers. 


All this presents a most unpleasant view of the 
future. What can we do about it? 


First, we can continue our efforts to make teaching as 
financially desirable as we possibly can. This will not solve 
the problem but it will help. 


Second, we can recognize the inevitable fact that the © 
teacher shortage will become more critical and that every 
community wants the top teachers. It will require our 
best efforts to get our share of teachers to staff our 
schools. 


Third, we have many fine, loyal teachers in our 
schools. We must make them feel wanted and appreciated. 
Loose talk and comments about our teachers being in- 
ferior will not help. 


We had a large turnover of teachers this year and I 
believe we can expect further turnover in the coming year. 
Citizens should be aware that this will make it difficult 
to maintain the respect which pupils now have for the 
offerings of the school. Oak Bluffs has been fortunate in 
recent years to have had several key teachers whose 
efforts have helped create a relative high pupil morale and 
respect for achievement. We have lost several of these 
teachers. The loss of more may well endanger the con- 
tinuation of this pupil morale unless we are more fortu- 
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nate in their replacements than present national condi- 
tions indicate we shall be. 


I should like to commend the School Committee for 
their desire to improve the school. They have earnestly 
tried to lift their sights to those goals toward which we 
all want our pupils to strive and to create the environ- . 
ment where it may take place. School committee meetings 
have often developed into discussions of educational 
theory and philosophy. The question is always asked, 
“How can we apply the best theory and philosophy to im- 
prove the school ?”

Dear Sir: 


I hereby submit the report of the Oak Bluffs Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1955. 


It is a pleasure to report that the work of the Oak 
Bluffs Schools continues to be satisfactory. In the high 
school we have retained our sectional organizations in the 
fields of English and Social Studies because these pro- 
cedures afford 'the teachers a better opportunity to meet 
the needs of the pupils in the respective divisions. 


Due to the large numbers in our junior high school 
grades it was necessary to keep the seventh grade pupils 
in the elementary school where more space is available. 
However, the members of this grade continue to partici- 
pate in the social and athletic functions just as if they 
pursued their studies in the high school building. 


I believe that the addition of a teacher, which this 
change in our organization has necessitated, has aided 
materially in the better preparation of the pupils for the 
future departmentalization of the subject matter of the 
high school. I reeommend that we continue this approach 
for the future. 


This was a most critical year in my tenure. This crisis 
was occasioned by the loss of half our faculty either 
through retirements or resignations. However, I am very 
pleased to report that the new teachers who joined our 
faculty in September have fitted into our organization 
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with ease. The contributions which they have already 
made in guiding the activities of the pupils under their 
supervision indicates that the progress made by their 
predecessors will be faithfully continued. 


We are laying a new foundation to our approach m 
the training of our boys in the field of shop. Already there 
is evidence of a new motivation in the classes even though 
we must curtail some of the time spent in these courses 
by the boys of the seventh and eighth grades because of 
the large enrollments. 


The Student Council has organized and planned an 
adequate program of social functions for the school year. 
Their monthly dances are well attended and socially suc- 
cessful. The Junior Promenade is the culmination of these 
social activities. ; 


Our program of health and physical education con- 
tinues to function in a satisfactory manner. In addition 
to the benefits derived from the weekly classes, both our 
boys and girls have competed with credit in interscholastic 
sports. 


Last December, Oak Bluffs High School was accepted 
into membership in the New England Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools. The public school division 
of this association will initiate a program of evaluation 
and accreditation of its member schools. This program is 
designed to work toward the improvement of high schools 
and their facilities. It is an honor to be a co-worker in 
this project. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the School Committee, the Superintendent, and the fac- 
ulty for their continued assistance and cooperation.

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ART TEACHER’S REPORT 


Art is like the ocean which is so familiar to us. 
Sometimes it is calm and peaceful; then again it is full 
of spirit and tempestuous. There are many times that 
one might consider the sea and art as a reflection. The 
ocean, too, with its ever-lapping waves is repetitious and 
we, like our forebears, do many things that they pre- 
viously had done. 


Children in the lower grades find that it is fun to 
make pictures and simple objects, and in so doing they are 
not only creating but they are also learning. There are as 
many ideas in drawing as there are in individuals. 


The students of the intermediate grades discover that 
art can reflect their other subjects, whether they are 
studying about the Island or some foreign land. Seasonal 
activities lend themselves to the artist and, as such, the 
student begins to take on personal likes and interests to 
meet his present need. Thus a variety of diversified ideas 
are presented in the hopes that his earlier enthusiasm 
can be carried on during this period of adjustment. 


The High School student is presented with art in a 
challenging sense. He now should feel that a problem is 
individual and that his concept, worked to his own ability, 
should be accepted. With this in mind, and after pre- 
liminary review and analysis, stress is given to completed 
work. 


And as the ocean scene changes with tide or weather, 
so the student goes with the many ideas in art. Yet always 
there is the ocean and art... 


THEODORE C. MEINELT. 
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VOCAL MUSIC TEACHER’S REPORT 


Our program is designed to offer the two phases 
most important to all student singers: choral and group 
singing which enriches them emotionally; and training 
of the physical qualities of the voice as part of the per- 
sonality. 


In the primary grades songs are taught by rote, 
with emphasis on clear speech, posture and diction. Black- 
board work consisis of the simple fundamentals of music- 
notaiion. 


These faciors are stressed and developed in further 
detail in grades III through VI, where part singing is 
practised. Supplemental to this schedule is the teaching of 
folk songs in foreign languages, the aims of which are 
two-fold: at this impressionistic age, the young singer 
can acquire a sense of the universality of music; also, 
familiarity with these languages should eliminate any 
fears attendant upon taking them as subjects in the years 
of their advanced education. French and German songs 
have been taught them in the first semester, and the 
second will include songs in Italian, Spanish and Portu- 
gese. Recorded music of two types is played to these 
students: music with a story value appealing to children 
of this age, and classical music of a simple quality recorded 
by orchestra, which offers them familiarity with in- 
strumentation. 


Manuscript work, written exercises in musical nota- 
tion, is begun in these grades. In junior high, further 
attention is paid to the physical technic of singing and 
the repertory of songs is broadened. In all upper grades, 
jazz plays an important part in group singing: not only 
the current hit tunes but recorded jazz, vocal and instru- 
mental, dating from its earliest beginnings in New Or- 
leans. 


A heartening feature in the choral groups of the 


high school is the large turnout of boys who continue to 
show increasing interest in the program, and regularly 
attend classes. As a supplement:to this musical educa- 
tion, several students, boys and girls, have been admitted 
as full-fledged members of the Martha’s Vineyard Choral 
Association. 


Plans for the future aim toward collaboration with 
Mr. Fiebich’s student orchestra. The first step in this 
direction was taken during the past Chirstmas assembly 
when five orchestral members furnished the accompani- 
ment for one of the carols.

I hereby submit my report for the year ending De- 
cember 1955. 


Our school health program is planned to acquaint 
youngsters with necessary health information and health 
practices which will enable them to grow up to enjoy and 
appreciate the good things of life. 


These young people have a surprising amount of 
knowledge, and with the cooperation of the community, 
home and school a great deal can be accomplished. 


Safety has been stressed in our program. It is most 
essential that the home stress caution on the highways 
because of the ever growing danger of more cars on the 
roads and of the increasing number of small children 
using bicycles. 


The in school activities this year show: Vision tests 
916, hearing tests 942, one dose of polio vaccine 70, and 
two doses 52. 

The school physician examined the pupils in grades 
1, 4, 8, 12 and all pupils participating in competitive 
sports. 

First aid was rendered to 302 pupils. 

Home visits were made to 104 homes. 


The conducting of conferences is one of our growing 
services with 455 people availing themselves of this op- 
portunity.

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Report of the Water Commissioners 
December 31, 1956 


To the Citizens of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 


As always, the Water Department spent no tax money 
in 1956; earned more water revenue than it spent for cur- 
rent operations; and spent less than it asked for. Further, 
for 1957 the Water Department asks permission to spend 
less than its 1956 appropriation. In other words, the Water 
Department, being essentially a BUSINESS, operated as a 
business should, —within its income. 


The work of the Water Department is Stes poultahen 
by a team of three salaried individuals, working regular 
hours, and on call for any emergency 24 hours per day 
without “overtime.” We desire to adjust their salaries at 
least to correspond with the increase paid Town Labor. 
The direction of the work of the Department is under a 
Board of three Commissioners. We ask an increase from 
$150 per year, set a decade ago, to $200 per year, and be- 
lieve it justified. It is the purpose of the Board to make 
salary adjustments in small amounts from time to time 
to meet (1) increased value of services rendered, (2) ris- 
ing cost of living, and (3) added work-load. We believe 
this preferable to doing nothing until forced by political 
pressure to.make major increases. 


We appreciate. the spirit of hearty cooperation be- 
tween the Water and Fire Departments, particularly in 
the use of hydrants for fire drills and the Water Depart- 
ment’s use of the Emergency Light for night repairs. 
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During 1956 the Department made original installa- 
tions of 2 hydrants; raised three to conform to new high- 
way grades; and replaced with new hydrants three which 
had become obsolete. The new main extensions were com- 
pleted. Thirty-nine new service-connections were made and 
sixteen renewed. Effective January 1, 1957, the Board 
established the RULE: 


SERVICE CONNECTIONS shall be extended only to 
a curb box at the property line, except where both OWN- 
ER and PLUMBER request extension to foundation wall. 
All services connected by the Department shall be in cop- 
per, only. 


On advertised bids and from the low bidder in each 
instance were: (1) the new heating system; (2) exten- 
sive storm repair and new rock fill at the lower reser- 
voir dike; and (8) the new Department truck. The lat- 
ter purchase was made possible largely by use of the budg- 
eted “emergency fund,” further repairs to the former 
truck being obviously uneconomical. 


The Department office was completely renovated; 
walls, ceiling, woodwork repainted and plastic floor tile 
laid,—entirely by work of the regular employees. 


Total pumpage for 1956 was 53,596,250 gallons. The 
total number of water users continues its steady, un- 
broken line of increase.

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Report of 
Bureau of Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children 


and Disability Assistance 


To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1956 Oak Bluffs had an average of 6524 
cases on Old Age Assistance which is 4 cases less than 
1955. Seventeen of these cases were without settlement in 
the State, therefore, there is no local expense involved in 
the apportionment by the Federal and State auditors. The 
total expenditure for assistance including cash grants and 
all medical care was $90,997.46. This amount exceeded the 
cost of assistance in 1955 by $9,849.86. 


The recoveries under the lien law, Chapter 801 of the 
Acts of 1951 totaled $5,363.28 for 4 cases, however, only 
the proportionate share will be retained in the Town as 
determined by the Bureau of Accounts, Department of 
Public Welfare. 


Aid to Dependent Children averaged 434, cases for 
1956 and this is within a fraction of the 1955 case load. 
The total cost of cash grants and all medical care was 
$5,321.01 an increase of $935.76 over 1955. 

Disability Assistance averaged 724 cases, a fractional 
increase over the previous year. The total expenditure in- 
cluding cash grants and all medical care was $8,065.10, an 
increase of $1,343.10 over 1955.

It is gratifying 
to be able to report that in addition to continual requests 
for the service this department renders from increasing 
numbers of individuals, the town officials of the respective 
towns are co-operating, so that all the dumping grounds 
are now handled in a manner that really makes control 
more effective. 


Increasing and convincing evidence of the decrease in 
rat population is shown in the almost complete absence 
of rat tracks. along the outer shores of the Island and the 
edges of the ponds. Damage to fishermen’s nets and to 
lobster pots is now very small. 


Again we ask everyone to notify Louis Greene, Vine- 
yard Haven 88-M, immediately on discovering any signs 
of rats. It is earnestly hoped that more part time residents 
will arrange to have their homes inspected and treated, if 
necessary, while the owners are absent. 


Please bear in mind that this service is paid by the 
County and there is no further charge to the individual. 
Your attention is respectfully invited to the following 
statistics for the department.

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REPORT OF OAK BLUFFS SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Oak Bluffs: 


Last year it became evident that the settling of the 
elementary building was getting progressively worse. 
Examination showed that the sill on the south wall had 
decayed allowing the wall studs to drop down. Further 
examination indicated that the headers over the window 
areas gave insufficient support. An estimate of $4,000.00 
was secured as the sum needed to correct the situation 
and this amount was added to the 1956 budget. 


Bids were advertised for the work only to discover 
the amount bid to be far in excess of the money available. 
As a safety measure temporary shoring was placed in 
all rooms along the south wall from the basement to the 
roof. 


The School Committee continued to study the prob- 
lem and employed Mr. Winthrop Norton as architect to 
prepare plans for the necessary repairs. This further 
study revealed that the supporting posts in the basement 
needed to be replaced at once and that there was a defi- 
nite sag in the south roof. Part of the south roof is sup- 
ported directly on the ceiling timbers over the southeast 
classrooms and there is disturbing evidence of sag show- 
ing. This is in the area damaged by fire several years ago. 


The Committee advertised for bids and awarded a 
contract for re-placing the lally columns in the basement. 
This work is now completed. 


The inspector for the Department of Public Safety 
visited the building and expressed his concern about the 
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sagging especially in the roof area. He requested that 
plans fer the necessary repair work be submitted to him. 
This has been done and his approval is now awaited. 


Your School Committee believes that the potential 
for heavy expenditures are great in this problem. No one 
can be sure what will be discovered once a major repair 
job is undertaken. Your Committee believes that only 
such repairs as are immediately necessary to insure safe- 
ty should be made now. 


The problem needs to have further study with a 
long range view. We must ask, “What will be our build- 
ing needs in the next ten years to twenty-five years?” At 
the present moment the answer to this question is diffi- 
cult to foresee. It is possible that a clearer picture can 
be seen in a year or two hence. In the meantime safety 
should be the principal factor governing repair expendi- 
tures for the elementary building. 


In conclusion, we wish to thank the citizens of Oak 
Bluffs and the members of the school staff for their co- 
operation.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Irving Kligler, Chairman

My dear Mr. Kligler: 


Each September the staff begins the year with high 
hopes that when June comes they may have raised the 
general standard of pupil achievement a notch or two. 
Last September was no exception. We all agreed to in- 
tensify our efforts to “expect” better work in our classes. 
Indifference and lack of effort were not to be tolerated. 


| I would like to give a glowing report that giant 
strides toward a high quality of work have been made. 
I can not do this but I can report the high school and ele- 
mentary school are running smoothly. The staff is rea- 
sonably strong and definitely interested in their pupils. 
A sufficiently large number of pupils show interest and 
desire to do good work to keep teachers encouraged. 


I have always believed a majority of adults desire 
quality work to be done in their schools. Certainly teachers 
want it and some pupils do too. The problem is to get all 
three to want it and to work hard to achieve it. 


When a school tries to raise the standard of pupil 
achievement, diverse factors come in to play, many of 
which are beyond the control of the school. Four factors 
are discussed below: 


One problem comes to the front at once. Schools to- 
day are operated for all boys and girls and these pupils, 
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like adults, differ widely%in their capacities. This is a 
fundamental fact that must be recognized by every one. 
One standard of academic achievement can not be ex- 
pected of all pupils but each pupil can be expected to use 
the capacity that God gave him to the best of his ability. 


Carried to its logical conclusion, this means many 
levels of achievement, something that is difficult to ad- 
minister and also difficult for parents and pupils to un- 
derstand. However, there seems to be no other way to 
care for the great variety of pupil capacity. Elementary 
teachers have gone a long way in this direction but it has 
been difficult for small high schools to apply the prin- 
ciple effectively. Larger high schools have a big advan- 
tage because they can schedule classes more effectively 
to provide for different levels of work. 


Another factor governing the quality of work is the 
vision of pupils, their ability to see goals toward which 
they are willing to strive. Raising this level of vision and 
desire is indeed a difficult problem and necessitates the 
closest cooperation between parents and school. Too fre- 
quently a pupil comes to school with permission to drop 
a subject which he finds difficult. Then when he is about 
to graduate he decides he wants to go on to a higher 
school only to find that he can not qualify because of the 
subject he dropped in earlier years. Granted it is difficult 
for young people to know just what they want to do when 
they grow up, it does seem that parents could help their 
children struggle to acquire vision by making it more diffi- 
cult for them to dodge the difficult things in school. 


Yet another factor in the school’s effort to reach 
higher achievement levels is the pupils interest in, and 
desire for a higher quality of work. This is indeed a com- 
licated area for it involves pupil morale, parental influ- 
ence and teacher competency. We all know the inspira- 
tional value of certain teachers. In fact one study in an- 


other state showed that a pupil tended to stay in school if 
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only one teacher showed an interest and concern for him. 
However, to get academic achievement more than stay- 
ing in school is involved. A pupil must want to acquire 
knowledge and must be willing to pay the price for it in 
effort and hard work. A high school pupil can not excuse 
himself for inferior work by saying the teacher did not 
make him do the work. While it is freely admitted that 
teachers may have a great influence on pupil study habits, 
a high school pupil must accept the fact that he is grow- 
ing up and must accept more and more responsibility 
for his actions. 


Another factor, over which the school has little con- 
trol, is the increasing demands for pupils’ time. Many of 
these demands are worthy supplements to school work. 
Many others involve satisfying material wants and plea- 
sures. This tends to put the school in the position of being 
a necessary obstacle, interfering with the more immedi- 
ate pleasures of pupils. The school can never reach higher 
standards until the community and parents, as well as. 
teachers, place the highest values on what the sc’ool can 
offer. Only by unified effort by all, teachers, pupils, par- 
ents and the entire community can we hope to reach the 
level of quality we want. . 


In the high school it is evident that classwork has 
been strengthened in Mathematics and Science and in 
Social Studies. Pupils in these classes are having to work 


harder. All of us were pleased to have our former Mathe- 
matic and Science teacher, Mr. Kendrick, return to us 
this year. All of the high school staff work well together 
striving to get a higher quality of work. 


The elementary grades have received excellent co- 
operation from the public library in promoting a reading 
program. Certificates have been issued to pupils for read- 
ing books and, as a part of the whole program, a gift of 
a book was given to each grade by the library. 
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Elementary teachers have commented favorably on 
the purchase of new texts in spelling, English and science. 
The development of an organized science program on the 
elementary level is new with us this year and is inciting 
much interest. 


A kindergarten was added to the elementary program 
last September. This should have a desirable effect on 
the first grade work next year as kindergarten pupils 
will be acclimated to the school routine. 


There has been excellent team work among the teach- 
ers on the elementary level and between high school and 
elementary teachers in general. 


In conclusion, may I thank the staff and School Com- 
mittee for the excellent teamwork we have had this year.

I hereby submit the report of the Oak Bluffs Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1956. 


Last December I was privileged to attend my first 
meeting of the New England Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. Oak Bluffs High School was accepted 
into membership of the public school division of this 
association in 1955. While I deem it an honor to repre- 
sent our school at this annual meeting, I returned firmly 
convinced that the challenges and problems of education 
are common to all schools. Principals representing the 
schools of the six New England States exchanged expe- 
riences and shared ideas. Each of us seemed to have one 
common problem—the vastness of our task and the im- 
portance of our success for future security. 


There is a two-fold responsibility in the attainment 
of the desired results of education. One responsibility 
rests with the school and its faculty; the other responsi- 
bility rests with the parents and the community. The de- 
gree of success depends upon the mutual cooperation. 


While we continue to pursue the same curriculums 
in our school we are constantly on the alert to adopt 
modifications and alterations in the presentation of sub- 
ject matter to meet the needs not only of those who plan 
to continue their education in schools of higher learning 
but more particularly of those whose formal schooling 
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will end with their high school diploma. 


The needs of the former group are quite well defined 
by the entrance requirements; the needs of the latter 
group are not so easily clarified. However, in our courses 
of Science, English, Social Studies, and Shop we are 
striving to introduce practical features which we hope 
will make their school experiences a basis towards a suc- 
cessful future. 3 


We encourage parents and friends to visit our 
schools and discuss mutual problems with our teachers. 
We set aside two nights each year to make these consul- 
tations more convenient. We trust that more will avail 
themselves of the opportunity. We are certain that we will 
attain more beneficial results through mutual under- 
standing. 


“The Girl In The Rain” was our annual dramatic 
presentation. This drama of suspense was ably directed 
and well received. The proceeds of this play will be used 
to defray the major portion of the expenses of our Wash- 
ington Trip. 


Our program of health and physical education. con- 
tinues to function in a satisfactory manner. The boys 
and girls derive many benefits from their weekly classes 
and have competed with credit in interscholastic com- 
petition. 


The Student Council has organized and planned an 


adequate program of social functions for the school year. 


Their monthly dances are well attended and socially suc- 
cessful. The “Junior Prom” is the culmination of these 
social activities. 


Our Safety Patrol, composed of members of the up- 
per grades of the elementary school, have done a remark- 
able job in assuming their responsibilities toward the 
younger pupils. It is a pleasure to watch them function. 
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Last September we opened our Kindergarten. This 
new class gives us a completely rounded program and I 
am confident that its true values will become evident as 
the children advance through the grades. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the School Committee, the Superintendent, and the fac- 
ulty for their continued assistance and cooperation.

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REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


With the broadening of the music curriculum this 
school year, more time is available, especially to students 
of the elementary school, for proper groundwork in the 
theory of music. For grades III through VII this phase of 
the subject is studied regularly each Monday, and em- 
phasis is placed on definition of terms, key and meter sig- 
natures, note values, the scales, intervals, simple chords 
and the practise of solfeegio. Each student has his own 
notebook of printed staffs, and learns the “alphabet” and 
language of music by means of entries with his own pen- 
cil. Group singing with piano accompaniment makes up 
the Thursday schedule, and the program established last 
year which included study of foreign folk songs is being 
continued: in May, when the annual concert will be re- 
peated, the students will sing a repertoire of some ten 
songs in such diverse languages as German, French, Ital- 
ian and Portugese. 


Grade VIII alternates its weekly 40-minute period be- 
tween group singing and theory. High school students, in 
split classes of three periods weekly, are given a diversi- 
fied program that mixes classical with popular songs, re- 
ligious with folk music—in 3 and 4 part singing. 


The objectives of our music course, directed to pupils 
of High school age, are seven-fold: to gain a lasting enjoy- 
ment of good music; to learn the virtues of group ac- 
tivity; to apply the values of music as a supplement to 
the knowledge and skills acquired in the elementary 
grades; to explore the area of music as a common lan- 
guage of all peoples, as an art and a cultural heritage; to 
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correlate music with other school activities; to acquire 
good health habits of posture and breathing, and a sense 
of fine speech; to encourage and develop special musical 
talents. 


This is a large order. But it is not beyond us. All over 
the country, state Educational Boards are stressing the 
need of eliminating insular and old-fashioned methods 
and of establishing new policies in tune with the growing 
interest of our young people in good music. 


Your music instructor does not claim that the above- 
mentioned objectives have been reached. They are a goal, 
not an actuality. But if we are to judge by the talent, en- 
thusiasm and interest evidenced in our student-body, the 
actuality is only a few years away.

I hereby submit my annual report for the year end- 
ing, December 31, 1956. 


The school health program has continued in the same 
pattern as usual. Physical examinations were given by the 
school physicians to pupils in grades 1, 4, 8, and 12 and to 
those participating in sports in Edgartown, Vineyard 
Haven, and Oak Bluffs, and to all pupils in the Up-Island 
towns. Vision and hearing tests were administered ac- 
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cording to regulations and parents notified of defects 
found. 


Several Clinics have been held for school children. 


Five children have attended the Cripple Children 
Clinic at Hyannis. Chest and Polio Clinics have been held 
on the Island. 


It is regrettable that more teen-agers did not avail 
themselves of the opportunity for polio inoculations. 


It is a pleasure for me to be able to report a marked 
improvement in the amount of corrective work being ac- 
complished on the teeth of the school-age children. How- 
ever, there is still much need for further care. 


An important feature of the School Health Program 
is the conferences held with parents, teachers, pupils and 
nurse participating, giving all an opportunity for better 
understanding of the many school problems. 


I deeply appreciate the cooperation given me by the 
school physicians, principals, teachers and parents. All 
working together we go forward to a well rounded pro- 
gram.

REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN 


December 31, 1956 
To the Citizens of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 


After three attempts to win approval of a bond issue 
for a Regional High School, the Regional School Committee 
has delayed further action pending a report on the educa- 
tional studies being undertaken by the Tisbury School 
Planning Board. During the course of these studies several 
meetings of the Regional School Committee and the Tis- 
bury School Planning Board have been held. The purpose 
of these meetings was to discuss possible amendments to 
the Agreement under which the Regional School District 
was established. 


On December 27, 1956, the Regional School Commit- 
tee voted to propose an amendment to the Agreement. This 
proposed amendment, which would change the percentage 
of building costs to be assumed by each member town, was 
approved by the Regional School Committee and the Tis- 
bury School Planning Board. 


Favorable action on this amendment by the voters in 
each town is essential before another proposal for a re- 
gional school would seem advisable. 


The Regional School Committee has made every effort 
to study the various differences of opinion realistically and 
honestly and feel that the adjustment of the building costs 
provides a fair compromise.

December 31, 1957 


To the Citizens of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 


Your Water Department, the Town’s only business, 
operated within its income, as always, in 1957. 


Circuit Avenue services were almost all renewed 
while the pavement was being repaired last spring, thus 
not only saving expense but also making unlikely any 
excavation of the new surface. 


The new main to the Regional High School is being 
laid as this is being written, with the work being done by 
the lowest of five bidders, Material was purchased of the 
lowest of several bidders. The included five new hydrants 
will help control forest and other fires in this rapidly de- 
veloping area. The co-ordinate program—cleaning of the 
10” supply mains—will be accomplished before summer, 
principally by the regular Department force. These are 
the two projects authorized at the Special Town Meeting 


and done almost entirely at the expense of the Regional 
School. 


With the discovery of additional or alternative water 
sources for the location and testing of which your Depart- 
ment now asks permission to use some $6,500.00 of its 
own Surplus Revenue, our Engineering Survey should be 
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complete and productive of a “blue print” of things to be 
done over the next twenty years, when, as and if we can 
afford them, and as you approve each part. 


In the year 1957, 14 new services were connected, and 
services partially renewed totaled 26. 


The Pumpage for the year 1957 was 67,501,000 gal- 
lons.

Report of the Shellfish Warden

Gentlemen: 


The following is a report of the Shellfish Department, 
January 1, 1957 to December 31, 1957. 


Five (5) bushels of seed clams were taken from Bean 
Pond and planted in Lagoon. 


110 bushels of Starfish were taken from Lagoon Pond 
and destroyed. 

40 bushels of Quahaug seed were taken from Oak 
Bluffs Harbor and planted in Lagoon Pond and 10 bushels 
were planted in upper Oak Bluffs Harbor. 


Quahaugs: 250 bushels were taken commercially. 


325 bushels of scallop seed were taken from Senge- 
kontacket Pond and planted in Lagoon Pond and 40 
bushels in Oak Bluffs Harbor. 


Scallops: 810 bushels were taken from Sengekon- 
tacket Pond and 425 bushels were taken from Lagoon 
Pond for Commercial use. 


20 bushels of Oysters were planted as follows: 15 
bushels in Sengekontacket Pond and 5 bushels in Farm 
Pond.

Bureau of Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children 
and Disability Assistance 


To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1957 Oak Bluffs had an average of 62 
cases on Old Age Assistance which is 3 cases less than 
1956. There were sixteen cases without settlement in the 
State, therefore there is no local expense involved in the 
apportionment by the Federal and State auditors. The 
total expenditures for assistance including cash grants 
and medical care was $91,759.69. This amount exceeds the 
cost of assistance in 1956 by $762.23. 


Disability Assistance averaged 6 cases for 1957. The 
total expenditures including cash grants and all medical 
care was $8,332.79, an increase of $267.59 over 1956. 


Aid to Dependent Children averaged 6 cases for 1957. 
The total cost of cash grants and all medical care was 
$9,404.83, an increase of $4,083.82 over 1956. 


The recoveries under the lien law, Chapter 801 of the 
Acts of 1951 totaled $1,300.00 for 2 cases with a deduction 
of $150.00 for legal fees. This amount will be reduced by 
shares which will be retained by the State Department of 
Public Welfare as their share of these recoveries.

My dear Mr. Metell: 
I herewith submit my sixth annual report. 


_ A story is told in the Ozarks of a traveler who was 
astonished to see a herd of hogs dash in one direction, 
listen a moment and dash elsewhere. Being puzzled, he 
asked a nearby farmer why the hogs exhibited such 
strange behavior. ‘““Derndest thing I’ve ever seen,” said 
the farmer. ‘For months I’ve been calling them hogs to 
feed by pounding on the feed trough with an ax handle. 
A few days ago a bunch of woodpeckers landed here and 
started pecking on every dead tree around. I’m telling you, 
its driving my hogs crazy.” 


There are so many woodpeckers calling attention to 
what they consider is wrong with American schools that 
it behooves all of us to consider who is talking and why, 
lest we overlook the true call of the ax handle. 


In this time of national confusion and doubt, it would 
seem wise to review the policies and beliefs upon which 
our school system is operated. Several such policies are 
listed below. 


1. Schools are for all American youth. 


I believe America has grown strong because of uni- 
versal education. Now that the pupil population has in- 
creased so dramatically and that the problem of providing 
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facilities and teachers has become so acute, we must be 
careful not to lose this American dream of instruction for 
all American youth. We must not let our fears of Russian 
competition stampede us into ill-considered educational 
ventures. , 


A recent editorial in the Boston Herald advocates ra- 
tioning of education on the ground that we do not have 
and will not have the necessary facilities for all. It further 
states that to meet the Communist challenge we can 
afford no waste of education on the less able and qualified. 


In one form or other this argument has been pre- 
sented since the fight for free public education began and 
carried to its logical conclusion could well mean the end of 
our democratic ideals. 


2. The American school system has produced a country 
of many firsts. 


The present hysteria about Russian science develop- 
ment reminds one of a football team that has just lost a 
game after winning a long string of victories. Would any- 
one think that a coach were sensible if he dismembered 
the team at once and began re-building with new material? 
I doubt it. 


We Americans have just lost a game or better a por- 
tion of a game. We have to face up to the fact that there 
are brains in other countries as well as our own. The Rus- 
sian challenge must be met and will be, but I doubt if we 
want to break up our structure yet. 


In the attempt to place the blame on the schools for 
Russian victory let us not be too quick to copy Russian 
schools. The Russian scientists who produced the winning 
satellite are not products of the present Russian school 
system. 


3. A constant search for ways to fulfill the American 
dream of education for all youth is much more sensi- 


ble than the present hysteria. 


Granted that the weapons race with Russia is of vital 
concern to America, it must never be forgotten that sci- 
ence alone can not make America strong. The many other 
cultural areas must be kept strong for they too are a 
source of strength. Science alone can not give us the will 
to excell or the will to struggle on when the road is rough. 


“There is no royal road to education.”’ The many over 
simplified generalizations are only snares and delusions. 
America is so large that whatever one says about schools 
he can find it illustrated somewhere. There are good 
schools and inferior schools. There are schools that enjoy 
the solid support of citizens and schools that do not. Some 
schools have delinquency problems, others do not. To over 
generalize these problems is just plain foolishness. 


4. Children must work harder if we are to have quality 
education. 


Ours is an active fast moving age and there is so 
much available to so many that people have to make 
choices. There is not time to do everything. 


So it is with children. There is not time enough for 
young people to engage in the many activities available to 
them and at the same time do high quality work in school. 
For example, too many of our pupils vive their greatest 
“drive” to the ownership and support of automobiles to 
the detriment of their studies. Parents would do well to 
help their children make more intelligent choices. 


5.  Itis the duty of the school to help every child achieve 
up to the level of his ability. 


I believe that we are justified in expecting a high level 
of achievement for able pupils. To receive top grades a 
pupil must work hard and produce and it may be well 
added that a pupil will have to work harder in the months 
to come to get top grades. 
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I believe we are equally justified to take less able pu- 
pils where they are academically and encourage them to 
make all the progress possible. 


Failure thus becomes a matter of not making an ef- 
fort to do one’s best. I also believe one’s best is more than 
we usually think it is. 


A two day institute was held for the Island teachers 
last September. This was made possible through the co- 
operation of the Island school committees. The State De- 
partment of Education gave us valuable assistance in 
planning the program and securing instructors. 


The program was divided into three areas: use of 
visual aids, teaching science in the elementary school and 
teaching reading in the high school. All teachers attended 
the meetings and requested further programs of a like 
nature. 


Teachers are making greater use of visual aids this 
year, often with make shift arrangements for darkening 
rooms. Membership has been purchased in the cooperative 
film library in the State Department of Education thus 
making films available to us. 


We have made excellent improvement in the teaching 
of elementary science. Pupils show great interest in sci- 
ence and the quality of work has improved. 


Credit is due the staff for their fine cooperation and 
also to both the staff and School Committee for their fine 
team work.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Mr. Chester V. Sweatt 
Dear Sir: — 


I hereby submit the report of the Oak Bluffs Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1957. 


In my former reports I have briefly outlined the aims 
and objectives of the various curriculums of our high 
school program. Because of our limitations no great 
changes take place from year to year. We pride ourselves 
in believing that our program contains the solid educa~- 
tional foundations from which pupils may grow and de- 
develop to the best. of their abilities. 


. During the past year we have seen and read much 
about scientific advances with satellites, sputniks, and 
missiles. Throughout our nation there is a great dismay 
about our loss of leadership, a grave concern for adequate 
Science education in our schools. There never has been a 
time when more attention has been paid to the develop- 
ment of new techniques for instruction and new classroom 
materials. It is indeed fortunate that our science teacher 
spent last summer at a science workshop conducted by the: 
National Foundation for Science Teachers in order to keep 
our program abreast with the newer trends. 


General science, the study of fundamental scientific 
facts and procedures, and biology, the study of plant and 
animal life. have long been required of all freshmen and 
sophomores. Chemistry and physics are offered in special 
Superintendent of Schools 
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courses to meet the needs of the various curriculums. But 
whether we concentrate on scientific, academic, or voca- 
tional subjects, we are still faced with the fact that WORK 
on the part of the pupils is the basic ingredient of any 
successful accomplishment. Our teachers are continually 
reminding their classes that there must be a great deal of 
effort on the part of pupils if each one is to prepare him- 
self for this interesting and rapidly changing world. 


We encourage parents and friends to visit our schools 
and discuss mutual problems with our teachers. We set 
aside two nights each year to make these consultations 
more convenient. We trust that more parents will avail 
themselves of the opportunity. We are certain that we will 
attain more beneficial results through mutual understand- 
ing. 


“Out of This World” was our annual dramatic presen- 
tation. This mystery of suspense was ably directed and 
well received. The proceeds of this play will be used to de- 
fray the major portion of the expenses of the Washington 
Trip. 


The Student Council has organized and planned an 
adequate program of social functions for the school year. 
Our monthly dances are well attended and socially success- 
ful. The Junior Promenade is the culmination of these 
social activities. 


Our program of health and physical education has 
necessarily been curtailed since September because we 
have been without a boys’ instructor. However, through 
the cooperative spirit of our teaching staff, each girl in 
our school has two periods of training each week and the 
boys in the first seven grades have similar opportunities. 
Our basketball teams still compete with credit in inter- 
scholastic games. 


Our elementary school program continues to function 
in a satisfactory manner. In this field, too, there has been 
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a stress on the importance on instilling basic and ele- 
mentary scientific facts in the lower grades. We have 
evaluated our goals in all fields and have focused our at- 
tention of meeting the needs of these pupils efficiently. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the School Committee, the Superintendent, and the fac- 
ulty for their continued assistance and cooperation.

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


Students in elementary grades are showing marked 
improvement this year in sight-reading, the result of our 
broadened program which includes besides the weekly 
course in musical notation, solfeggio and the singing of 
scales on all vowel sounds. We are proving for the young 
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singer that regular familiarity with the language of music 
by writing in his own book simplifies part-singing. Fifth 
and Sixth grade singers are now doing 3-part singing with 
ease. , 


The high school chorus numbers 60, and is doing 
creditable work in part-singing. A double octet of boys and 
girls has been formed, and these exceptional singers are 
presently at work on a varied program, in 4-parts. 


The annual concert in May for selected singers from 
Grades III through VI will again include folk sonvs in 
foreign languages: this year, songs in French, Italian, 
German, Dutch and Portuguese. 


We offer here a special word for a minority group. No 
child is born with a dislike of music. All children, on en- 
tering school, love to sing. But some lose this love, shortly 
become classified as musically dull or as monotones. We 
admit that certain children are musically slow, as some 
are slow in arithmetic or grammar; but never will we ad- 
mit that any child is musically dull. As for monotones, we 
claim that they are made, not born. It is the practice of 
most music teachers to seat ‘“‘monotones” apart and 
vaguely hope that they will profit by the examples of the 
others. We oppose this practise. Our program insists on 
full participation with no discrimination shown for or 
against any student. By thus creating confidence in the 
slow singer, we stress in him the need for attentiveness, 
and concentration on the faculty of his inner ear, that or- 
gan by which we all are able to distinguish sounds. In all 
classes, this method has shown decided results; and in 
particular with one class, of whom only six could carry a 
tune two years ago; now, only five are tonally uncertain.

Bureau of Old Age Assistance 


and Aid to Dependent Children 
and Disability Assistance 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Oak Bluffs, Massachusetts. 


To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1958 Oak Bluffs had an average of 66 
cases on Old Age Assistance. Of these cases, 16 are with- 
out settlement in the State, therefore there is no local 
expense involved in the apportionment by the Federal and 
State auditors. Two hundred and ten visits were made to 
the recipients by the Social Worker in accordance with 
Old Age Assistance regulations that a minimum of two 
visits per year be made and recorded to each recipient. 
Total expenditures for assistance including cash grants 
and all medical care was $90,333.76. This amount de- 
creases the cost of assistance in 1957 by $1,425.93. 


Aid to Dependent Children had an average of 5 cases 
with sixty-six visits made and recorded as the regulations 
governing this category of assistance requires four visits 
per year per case. Total expenditures including cash 
grants and all medical care was $8,771.81, a decrease of 
$633.02 over 1957. 
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Disability Assistance averaged 6 cases for 1958 with 
twenty-six visits made and recorded as the regulations 
governing this category of assistance requires two visits 
per year. Total expenditures including cash grants and 
all medical care was $7,221.29, a decrease of $1,111.50 
over 1957. 


The recoveries under the lien law, Chapter 801 
of the Acts of 1951 totaled $3,936.18 for 3 cases with a 
deduction of $360.00 for legal fees. This amount will be 
reduced by shares which will be retained by the State 
Department of Public Welfare as their share of these 
recoveries.

To the Citizens of the Town of Oak Bluffs: 


In the place of our usual report we take pleasure to 
present the extensive and complete Engineering Survey 
submitted to the Board by its Engineering firm of Whit- 
man and Howard Inc., a copy of which is available to any 
interested Water user. This Survey provides a “blue print”’ 
of work to be accomplished in the course of the next 
several decades. 


As and when the recommendations are implemented 
the Town will be adequately supplied with excellent water 
for predicable future. 


We believe that the Town will be as interested as 
was your Board, to learn that Oak Bluffs not only has 
one of the lowest water rates in Massachusetts, but also 
that it is one of three Town Water Departments; built, 
improved and operated on its own Revenue and without 
recourse to taxation even for the repayment of bonded 
indebtedness. 


During this fiscal year, final payment was made for 
the Regional High School Main (Bonded) and the Engi- 
neering Survey and by far the greater amount of payment 
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for the Cleaning of the 10 inch supply mains and for the 
discovery of additional sources of water by Test Wells, 
all of which are non-recurrent items. 


During the year 1958, 16 new water services have 
been installed. The Pumpage for the year was 66,553,750 
gallons.

My dear Mr. Metell: 
I hereby submit my first annual report. 


Since my tenure in this new office is of such short 
duration, I shall confine my remarks to several areas 
which we must explore in the immediate future. The 
responsibility of educating the youth of today to become 
effective citizens of the future rests not only on the school 
but also on the home, the church, and the community. If 
we shall achieve any measure of success, we must have 
the cooperation of all agencies because the school system 
is the center of learning in the community but it must 
never be the boundaries of learning. It is not what we 
do for the youth that is important, it is what we lead 
them to do for themselves and for others that builds 
character and good citizenship. 


In studying an education program, we must begin 
on the elementary level. In this area we must train pupils 
to master, up to the limits of their abilities, those tool 
subjects which are basic to the future growth. Without 
a question READING is the most important of the tool 
subjects. Many scientific studies which have been made 
show that failure to read with comprehension handicaps 
large numbers of children in the upper grades and high 
school. The adult as well as the child depends almost 
wholly on reading the printed page. We shall, therefore, 


131 


place considerable emphasis on silent reading with an 
effort to teach children to think as they read. In this way 
we hope to teach children to compare, evaluate and form 
conclusions from their reading assignments. 


Numbers and arithmetic should begin early and 
evolve from the mastery of the fundamental processes. 
The adequate command of basic number concepts, when 
supplemented by adequate reading comprehension will 
equip a child to be successful in solving problems and 
prepare him for the study of higher mathematics. 


Spelling should be closely correlated with phonics 
and penmanship. Phonics should begin when children are 
able to recognize a minimum number of words. After- 
wards they should develop their ability to notice similar- 
ities and differences. 


I am fully aware that there is no set mold into which 
all children will fall. However, I am confident that our 
teachers will continue to guide and develop pupils in mas- 
tering basic skills and that parents will share with our 
teachers both pride and satisfaction in evaluating results. 


In our discussion of secondary education, we must 
project our considerations toward the future. The evolu- 
tion of the American high school has been rapid and com- 
plex. This transition has presented problems which can be 
met more adequately by district reorganization. 


Genuine education calls throughout for the super- 
vision and control of trained, experienced educators and 
should not be regulated by the inexperienced student 
himself. Therefore, a guidance and counseling service is 
a basic requisite for all pupils in order that they will be 
directed to select the subject matter that will develop their 
talents to their highest potential. While we must admit 
that students vary in talents and in powers of application, 
nevertheless they are strengthened and developed by sim- 
ilar training. We should adopt a policy of general educa- 
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tion for all with a basic or prescribed course in English, 
Mathematics, Science, and History; a full elective pro- 
gram for the academically talented, and a diversified non- 
elective program for those whose formal education will 
end at graduation. 


In our comprehensive high school we shall endeavor 
to make the education of every student an integrated and 
systematic unit dircted not to the mere accumulation of 
knowledge, but to the rounded development of the stu- 
dents’ faculties and the sound training of character. 


I refer you to the reports of the principal and super- 
visors for the details of their respective departments. 


In conclusion, I wish to acknowledge the valuable 
training that I have received from my predecessors, the 
friendly cooperation of the school personnel and cordial 
assistance of the School Committee.

Music Education in today’s school is a challenge, as 
so many outside factors and influences must be woven 
into the pattern to complete and round out the student’s 
understanding and appreciation of the best in music.

Pursuant to the warrant of the Selectmen, the Annual Town 
Election was called to order by the Moderator, Benjamin F’. Mor- 
ton, the presiding officer at 7 A.M. the prescribed time. 


The polls were declared open for the reception of votes at 7 
A.M. The following election officers were sworn in and qualified 
by the presiding officer and the Town Clerk: Fred Sharples, Jo- 
sephine M. Pinto, Ethel I. Souweine, Gertrude Viera, Susan J. 
Bridge, Raymond F. Billings, James D. Ferreria, Rita Billings, 
Mary K. Rogers, Augustus Ben David, George Alley, Jr. 


The call of the meeting was read by the presiding officer, the 
polis declared open for the reception of votes and the Official Bal- 
lots were distributed to the Ballot Clerks. 


The first block of fifty ballots were removed from the ballot 
box by the presiding officer at 1:25 P.M. and given to the tellers 
for counting. 


At 2:10 P.M. the third block of fifty ballots. 

At 2:30 P.M. the fourth block of fifty ballots. 

At 2:50 P.M. the fifth block of fifty ballots. 

At 1:29 P.M. the second block of fifty ballots were removed 
from the ballot box, and thereafter as follows: 

At 3:30 P.M. the sixth block of fifty ballots. 

At 3:35 P.M. the seventh block of fifty ballots. 

At 4:25 P.M. the eighth block of fifty ballots. 

At 4:30 P.M. the ninth block of fifty ballots. 
At 5:10 P.M. the tenth block of fifty ballots. 
At 5:30 P.M. the eleventh block of fifty ballots. 


At 6:00 P.M. the prescribed time, the polls were declared closed, 
The ballot box registered six hundred thirteen (613) voters had 
voted in person. Six hundred and thirteen (613) names had been 
checked on the voting lists. The absentee ballots were then opened 
and examined and deposited in the ballot box by the presiding officer. 
Seventy (70) absentee ballots out of the seventy-three (73) re- 
ceived were deposited in the ballot box.

Bureau of Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children 
and Disability Assistance 


Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Oak Bluffs, Mass. 


To the Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare: 


In the year 1959 Oak Bluffs had an average of 59 
cases on Old Age Assistance. Of these, 11 are without set- 
tlement in the State, therefore there is no local expense 
involved in the apportionment by the Federal and State 
Auditors. One hundred and fifty-nine visits were made to 
the recipients by the Social Worker. This is in accordance 
with Old Age Assistance regulations that a minimum of 
two visits per year be made and recorded to each recipient. 
The total expenditures for assistance including cash 
grants and all medical care was $82,237.77. This amount 
decreases the cost of assistance in 1958 by $8,095.99. 


The recoveries under the lien law, Chapter 801 of the 
Acts of 1951 for Old Age Assistance totaled $3,377.43 for 
two cases with a deduction of $250.40 for legal fees. Re- 
covery was also made in the amount of $815.12 on an in- 
surance assignment. This amount will be reduced by 
shares which will be retained by the State Department of 
Public Welfare as their share of these recoveries. 


Disability Assistance had an average of 8 cases for 
1959. Twenty-nine visits were made and recorded as the 
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regulation governing this category of assistance requires 
two visits per year. Total expenditures including cash 
grants and all medical care was $8,277.68 an increase of 
$1,056.39 over 1958. 


Recovery was recéived in the amount of $874.49 un- 
der the category of Disability Assistance. 


Aid to Dependent Children had an average of 5 cases 
with fifty visits made and recorded as the regulations 
governing this category of assistarice requires four visits 
per year per case. Total expenditures including cash 
grants and all medical care was $7,468.86, a decrease of 
$1,302.95 over 1958.

We feel that this year has been successful. The schoo! 
plant has been properly maintained; a new reading sys- 
tem has been initiated along with a different method of 
marking which enables our teachers to more clearly pre- 
sent an evaluation of the student’s progress. 


Repairs have been made in the former high schoo! 
building to a leak in the heating system under the cement 
floor; to the plumbing in the boys rest room; the installa- 
tion of new locks on the rear doors and the conversion of 
two former business rooms into one classroom.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

Dear Mr. Metell: 


This has been a year of transition in the educational 
organization of the schools of Martha’s Vineyard. With 
the opening of the Martha’s Vineyard Regional High 
School in September, the local schools were organized with 
a closer look at the major purposes of elementary educa- 
tion which would insure opportunities for all children to 
develop those fundamental understandings, attitudes and 
appreciations necessary for living in a democratic society. 
Through the medium of an interesting and meaningful 
curriculum, we shall strive to have each child acquire the 
basic skills of reading, writing, spelling, speaking and 
arithmetic in accordance with his capacities, needs and 
educational requirements. With this realistic training, we 
hope to prepare each pupil to meet the challenges of future 
educational growth. 


During the fall our in-service training program made 
it possible for teachers to study in various areas of cur- 
riculum development. Mr. Paul F. Olenick, Director of 
Curriculum and Guidance of Falmouth, conducted a Uni- 
versity Extension Course which explored modern trends 
in the field of elementary education. All of the teachers re- 
ceived valuable help in techniques and methods. 


Early in 1960 we shall administer the “Iowa Tests 
of Educational Development”’ to all the pupils in Grades 4 
through 12. We propose to use this battery of tests as a 
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to individual student needs and raise the levels of school 
and class achievement. These tests will give us an insight 
on the progress of pupils and a professional inventory 
with which we can set up a more effective curriculum. 


I refer you to the report of our new principal, John 
H. Hassett, for the particulars of our approach to the 
reading program. You will note that it is based on flex- 
ibility and is adapted to individual abilities and differ- 
ences. 


The Martha’s Vineyard Regional High School opened 
in September with 102 pupils from Oak Bluffs. Already 
the advantages of our class grouping are evident and the 
school is progressing under a very able administration 
and it is significant to note that the improvement of our 
program of secondary education has and will continue to 
raise the achievement level of all the students. 


_ With the availability of more classroom space in 
former high school building, we are now using only four 
of the eight classrooms in the former elementary school. 
I strongly urge that a thorough discussion of the future 
use of this older building should be one of our projects 
for this ensuing year. I recommend that we seek profes- 
sional advice in our considerations of alterations to the 
present building. | :

I hereby submit the report of the Oak Bluffs Ele- 
mentary School for the year ending December 31, 1959. 


A flexible reading program for grades one through 
eight has been inaugurated since September. Educators 
have agreed for some time that reading is the most im- 
portant subject of the curriculum. Unless a child can read 
well, he will be handicapped in all of his academic work 
as he progresses into the upper grades and into high 
school. 


The students are being taught phonics thoroughly, 
but at the same time will be avoiding the methods that 
encourage children to “mouth” words. As children are 
taught how to sound out words, they need to understand 
that they do so to get the meaning. 


Students will be taught how to acquire ways to at- 
tack unknown words. Phonetic analysis alone is not 
enough. Children need to be able to use structural analy- 
sis, context clues and the dictionary, too. 


An extensive reading and mental ability testing pro- 
gram has been inaugurated enabling the teaching per- 
sonnel to use this information to obtain an overall picture 
of each child’s abilities and potentialities. 


The marking system and the report cards were 
practical tool to help us to adapt instruction and guidance 
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changed for grades one through eight. The bi-monthly 
report card has been divided into two parts, namely, a 
progress report in scholarship and a progress report in 
reading. Each section showing the exact progress of the 
child during the entire year. The marking system has 
been changed from the previous marks of Commendable, 
Satisfactory and Unsatisfactory to the broader system 
of A, B, C, D and F. If a child is working up to his ability, 
but below the class level, he is given recognition on his 
card for his effort 


In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the School Committee, the Superintendent of Schools and 
the Faculty for their assistance and cooperation.
